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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 24-27 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 8/30/04. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 24-29 in the reply filed on 8/30/04 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claim 1-12 and 24-29 are generic. 
This is not found persuasive because all of these claims could not be generic and 
claims 24-29 are directed toward a different invention (i.e. two electronic components 
with their own individual shields). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the current drawings are informal. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
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made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1-8, 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Buijsman et al. ( US Pregrant Publication 2002/0167060). Buijsman et al. disclose a 
first surface (2), second surface (3), a side, and a ground shield (23, 24, and 25) 
extending from said first surface to said second surface and adjacent the side and an 
electronic component (1 1 ) couple to said first surface (see figure 1). With regards to 
claim 2, Buijsman et al. disclose the ground shield comprises a plurality electrically 
conductive ground vias (figure 3). With regards to claim 3, Buijsman et al. it would be 
inherent to the package to have the spacing of the vias so that no radiation would enter, 
because the radiation would damage the electronics. With regards to claim 4, 
Buijsman et al. disclose the ground shield extends around the periphery of the 
substrate. With regards to claim 5 and 6, Buijsman et al. disclose a shield ring/ 
traces(7) on the substrate (figure 1). With regards to claim 7, Buijsman et al. disclose 
the ground traces are adjacent the side of the substrate (figure 3). With regards to 
claim 8, Buijsman et al. disclose a shield coupled to a shield ring and said shield 
enclosing the electronic component (11) (figure 1). With respect to claim 10, Buijsman 
et al. disclose a substrate comprising a first surface comprising a central region defined 
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by a shield ring (7); a shield electrically coupled to said shield ring (23), said shield 
being continuous; and an electronic component (11) coupled to said central region (see 
figure 1). With respect to claim 1 1 , Buijsman et al. disclose a shield connection 
surface, the shield ring corresponding in shape to that surface (figure 1). With regards to 
claim 12 wherein the connection surface provides a rectangular annulus (figures 1 and 
2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests that the shield has a shield 
connection surface with a conductive adhesive.
